Not a Principle, but to Prove 


His Power In the Party. 


To Crush a Candidate 
Because of 


"Curative Act," Johnson Asks An- 
other Democratic Believer In It to 
Run Against Him—Richland and 
Stark County Cases. 


•*>ne of the most interesting contri- 


butions to the campaign comes from 
the Mansfield News. It tells the story 
of the Richland county trouble inside 
the Democratic party, by which Rep- 
resentative Barhart was cheated out of 
his customary second term by John- 
eons' direct effort. Earhart was one 
of the eight Democrats who voted for 
the curative act and were assailed by 
Johnson for that ^oie. 
In order to 


prevent his renominatlon, Johnson 
sent his private secro'ary Burr Gong- 
wor. to Man«MU'Id to a«k former Rep- 
resentative C. N. Gaumer, recent own- 
er of the Mansfield Democratic paper, 
to run against Earhart. Gaumer re- 
fused to do this, and said that he 
agreed with Earhart that the curative 
act was a good thing. 
Gongwer as- 


sured Gaumer that this would moke- 
no difference, as all Johnson wanted 
was to make his word good that Ear- 
hart would not be re-elected. That is 
to say. Johnson didn't care anything 
for the curative act as a matter of 
principle, but simply to prove his 
power in the party. 


Still not satisfied, Johnson tried 


other Democrats in Richland county to 
get them to run for representative. 
The News names Colonel T. T. DM, 
Robert Hutchison. R. R. McCrory and 
C. Y. McCray. of Mansfield, and Rilej 
Bricker. of Shelby. as, among those ap- 
plied to but refusing to do vliat John- 
son wanted. Hntcbison TV as m\ited <o 
Cleveland, and at Johnson's lions?, the 
boss, it is understood, offered to fur- 
nish him with the "sinews of politi- 
cal warfare" in thioo figures, and be- 
sides pay all campaign expenses 
Mr. 


Hutchison said that 
the Ricbloud 


county Democrats wanted Earhart re- 
elected. Then McCr.iv was sent for. 
but refused to do what was desired. 
Not until all the others had declined 
Johnson's kind offers did he take i:p 
with Hershey. tho man finally nom- 
inated. How this revelation will im- 
prove Hershey's chances for being 
elected on the Democratic ticket in 
Richland county as representative, will 
appear on the 3rd of November. 


Somewhat similar things were going 


on in Stark county about that time, 
according to the Alliance Review. 
That paiter quotes "a prominent Dem- 
ocrat of Alliance" as telling a per- 
sonal friend "that Tom L. Johnson had 
offered to give said Democrat his 
(Tom L. Johnson's) personal check for 
$2,000 if said Democrat would become 
t candidate for the state legislature 
and use the money la an effort to pro- 
cure his election."
